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EXTRACT 
FROM FORSYTH’S TREATISE ON 
FRUIT-TREES, 





Succe/s of feveral Experiments, fince 
Publication of * Obfervations on 


Difcafes, Defedls, Gc.” 


Since I publifhed my * Obfer- 
vations onthe Difeales, Deteéts and inju- 
ries ia Fruit and Foreft Trees,’’ I have 
been affiduous in making experiments for 
the fake of improvement. A great many 
hollow trees that had, when I took them 
in hand, little more than the bark remain- 
ing found, have within thele tew years been 


the 
the 


entirely filled up : Others, that were head- 
Led down within a tew feet of the ground, 


have their flumps now campletely cover- 
ed by the leading fhoot, torming handfome 
trees ; and the places where they were 
headed are only difcerned by a faint cica- 
trix. Ofa great many, I fhall only par- 
ticularize a few inftances. 


A lime-tree, about eighteen inches in di- 
ameter, whole trunk was decayed and hol- 
low from top to bottom, to which, after 
cutting out the decayed wood, I had ap- 
plied the compofition about fixteen years 
ago, wa cut down laft year on purpofe to 
examine the progrefs it had made in the in- 
terior part, and was found entirely filied 
up with new wood, which had completely 
incorporated with what little old woud re- 
mained when I firft took itin hand.

The 
preparations for offenfive war in every 
point and particular, had greatly increaf-

after with unceafing afliduity ;—that i) 
Breit fleet had been reinforced with new, 
& other fhips of war, and that an immenfe 
bumber of merchant veliels, and craft, 
had been colleéted in that, from the neigh- 
bourtng ports ; that Buonaparte had made 
icpeated vifits to the coaft, to accelerate 
by his prefence and reward, the mafs of 
preparations ;— That all the Eoglith priona- 
ers had been removed into the interior ; 
and many of then had beea prevailed upon 
to join the Inih brigade, and the corps of 
Eeegthih, Scotch and lrifh guides. All 
thele meafures, as we have before obferv- 
ed, may be the ftratagems of Gallic fineffe 
and policy ; butto us, they have the ap- 
pearance ot fertled defign, and of confident 
tuccefs.— The valt expenfe of thefe un- 
paralleled preparations, and the derange- 
ment they occafion in al! the other con- 
cerns of the Republic, can have no lefs an 
objeét, than the deftruétion of a powerful 
rival, difficultas it appears tothe world. 
The interior of the Republic is far trom 
being tranquil : and fome of the fcenes ot 
the fanguivary tragedy of La Vendee were 
in repetition. Onthe 25th January, Gen. 
Deveaux, with 10,000 troops, was order- 
edinto La Vendee to reftore and preferve 
tranqnilitv. An expedition, it wes fhill 
faid, was in readinefs to fail from Toulon. 
Its deflination was conjeétured to be Indio. 
It was watched by the lynx-eyed Nelfon. 


NORTH OF EUROPE. 
A number of accounts render it nearly 


| certain, that the Ruffian Emperor had not 





relinquifhed his mediation ; and was arou-
